THE HIGHWAY JOKE. 


Justice Austin Reserves His Decise 


ion Until Today. 

The case of A. M. Seott, the young 
man who atiempted to hold up Mr. 
Adams, the gunsmith, on the Downey 
road, Sunday afternoon, was tried be- 
fore Justice Austin yesterday after- 
noon. The affair, as heretofore stated 
in Tos Tres, was the result of a 
drunken freak on Scott’s part, and for 
this reason only the charge of exhibiting 
a deadly weapon was entered against 
him. Mr. Adams and his little son and 
Chief Cooney testified for the 
train, substantially the same as printed 
in THe Times of 3 mornin 
last, which was the e ect that 
Adams was driving the road 
when Scott presen his Yeaolver and 
ordered him to stop, and that when he 
saw that the children were frightened 
at Adams’s request he reversed the 
weapon and afterward put it in his 


pocket. 

The only witnesses for the defense 
were Scott, Seibert and Krause, tbe 
parties in the affair. Scott denied 
positively that he had presented the 
pistol at Adams and went off into a 
long rambling statement which had 
no connection with the case. He 
also dehied that he was drunk 
at the time. Seibert and Krause sub- 
stantiated Scott's statement, The 
evidence of these witnesses differed 
materially from what they stated at 
the time, and they told their stories in 
a manner that led to the belief that 
— had been fixed up. There was 

a wide difference in the testimony 
that Justice Austin thought it best to 
take time to consider the matter at 


length, and reserved his decision until 


9:30 o’clock this morning.

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HE CABLE. 


ALMOST READY TO BEGIN ITS 
TIRELESS SPIN. 


A Glance at the Work of the Los 
Angeles Cable Railway Com- 
pany—Prospect of a Commence- 
ment of Operations Soon. 


Very quietly, but persistently, the 
Los Angeles Cable Company has been 
building the various cable lines which 
are shortly to give the city one of the 
completest cable systems on the con- 
tinent. A Tres reporter yesterday 
looked over the work which has 
already been done, and was astonished 
to find how near completion the work 
had arrived, So near has the im- 
mense task reached completion that 
Vice-President J. C. Robinson and A. 
W. White, engineer of the work, are 
beginning to breathe easier, and are 
forming plans for the — of the 
lines to the public. Such an extensive 
neral 

ublic to uire many months yet 

fore it would be ready for use, but 
so energetic and thorough have been 
the plans pursued, and such an army 
of men have been constantly kept in 
the field, that it has been pushed 
through much faster than any one ex- 


Perhe entire straight lines of track 
have been laid an ready for the 
cable. The total length of track laid 
is about ten miles. e entire system 
is laid, with the exception of bridges, 
viaducts, curves and connections. 
What is known as the Seventh and 
Grand avenue line is so near comple- 
tion that it is now regarded as almost 
certain that it will be in operation in 
30 days. ‘This is the line which will 
traverse 8 ring and Fort streets. 

The work which remains to be done 
is the completion of the engine- 
houses, the Downey-avenue bridge, 
the First-street bri 90 the San Fer- 
nando-street the Southern 
Pacific Railroad, the First-street cross- 
ing of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
and the First-street crossing between 
Spring and Fort streets. In this work 

ere are four curves, a cross-over, pit 
and double crossing to goin at First 
and Spring streets, and two curves at 
the corner of Fort and First streets, 
which will take a week to complete. 
The work on First between Spring and 
Fort will completely blockade the 
street, and day and night shifts will 
be put on to rush it through in the 
shortest ible time. 

It might be imagined from the fact 
that engine-houses and bridges are to 
be completed that the work would take 
a long time, but such is not the case. 
The bridges and viaducts come ready 
to be put in position, and the founda- 
tions are now laid for both bridges. 
Part of the material for them is al- 
ready on the ground, and they will go 
up Ta wy 

As for fhe engine-houses, they are 
letion. The engine- 
houses are three in number, one at the 
corner of Seventh and Grand avenue, 
one at Workman and Downey avenue, 
and the other at Chicago and First 
streets. In all of these, except the 


latter, the machinery is nearly all in 
place, and the engine-houses nearly 
ready for the roofs. 


The rolling-stock to be used on the 
various lines is ordered, and is bein 
turned out by Brownell & White of St. 
Louis. The carswill be on the de- 
tached plan, not the combination cars, 
like those on Market street, San 
Francisco. The purpose of using these 
cars isto meet the requirements of the 
lines as they exist in this 
city; not only for greater 
facility in rounding the numerous 
curves, but principally for facility in 
turning the cars about. By means of 
switches the detached cars can be 
handled much more readily than with 
the combinatien cars. It is said tha 
the cars will be beauties, and the 
trucks lar railroad style. 

The extensive plan of the company 
is well unders when itis known 
that it has alre expended $1,500,- 
000 on the work and material. There 
have been numerous delays in secur- 
ing material and considerable time 
has been lost in that manner. Should 
material that is e ted arrive 
promptly, the work will be completed 
as outlined before, and in any event 
the Seventh and Grand avenue line is 
s0 near completion that the manage- 
ment feel confident that they can 
safely predict its opening in 30 days 
from the present time. 

During the time that the work has 
been . —.— the cable company has 
been working from 400 to men 
right along, and now that the closing- 
up time is coming they will probab 
put on enough torush things through 
with great swiftness.

BAR MEETING. 


THE DOCTORS OF LAW DON'T 
EXACTLY AGREE, 


But They Manage to Recommend 
Mr..McKinley and Mr. Shaw 
for the Superior Judgeships—J. 
Mary Ann Brooks on Deck. 


When the lawyers of the city re- 
assembled in Judge Clark’s courtroom 
yesterday at 1 o’clock, it was demon- 
strated that the legal business of Los 
Angeles is théroughly looked after. 
The object of the meeting was to rec- 
ommend two lawyers for judges of the 
Superior Court, for appointment by 
Gov. Waterman, in accordance with 
the act passed by the Legislature the 
day before. The array of legal coun- 
tenances was suggestive of the la 
grist of litigation which has called for 
assistance of two more judges to 
handle. When the meeting was called 
to order there ‘were about 125 attor- 
present. 

Judge Gardiner was selected as 
chairman and Clerk Ashmore of Judge 
Clark’s court, secretary. 

Judge R. B. Carpenter secured the 
floor and delivered an earnest speech 
against the Bar Association taking 
— action in the matter at all. He 
believed that it was the constitutional 
province of the Governor to nominate 
and could not see what good would 
come from action by the bar, and much 
harm might result. Any member 
might express his convictions to the 
Governor as to the qualifications. of 
any candidates, but he did not think it 
the right thing for the bar to indorse 
this or that man. Already the an- 
nouncement of the meeting had called 
forth a violent attack in a newspaper 
upon one man who had been mentioned, 
and if the merits of candidates were 
discussed in the meeting it would 
cause more or less feeling. The law- 
yers would have to practice before 
whomever was selected, and it would 
not be in human nature for men not to 
remember their friends and their ene- 
mies. 

There was a great outcry upon this 
frank statement of the Judge, and 
when the cries of No, no,“ had 
ceased, he resumed his remarks, say- 
ing that, no matter what the gentle- 
men might say, his statement was true 
until human nature should be built 
upon another plan. 

Just at this point J. Marion Brooks 
interrupted Judge Carpenter, and pro-
